At three minutes after 4 o'clock P. M., the 


observers h.iving taken their places iu the cur, 
tin; cords were disengaged and the ascent com- 
menced. 
A itrong wind blowing, the balloon 


was carried obliquely, and the car came in 
contact with a tree, by which accident one of 
the barometers and the thermometer with the 
blackened bulb were broken. 


Soon after they rose from the ground, the 


obsencrs found themselves surrounded by a 
l hide mist, which however did not prevent 
them from seeing; ground. 
When at the 


height of about .0.000 feet, they observed de- 
lai:hi;d clouds floating beneath them, but not 
thick enough to prevent their seeing the city 
ol' J'urit-. They were eight minutes in reach- 
ing this altitude, siml tlie thermometer had 
fallen from GO decrees to 40 degrees. 
On 


reaching the height of C,(JOO feu t they wore 
completely enveloped 
in tho clouds, atul 


cwi>ed to see the earth. 
The cloud here had 


the appearance of it common dense fog upon 
the earth. In seventeen minutes after leaving 
the earth, the barometer had iallen to 10 in., 
indicating a height of over 12,000 feet: the 
thermometer now stood at 31 degrees. They 
continued to ascend until they had reached an 
altitude of 18,000 luet, where tho tcmperatuie 
was li degrees. 
The gas which had at first 


but imperfectly filled the balloon had now be- 
come expanded »o as fully to distend it, and 
was se.en to issue from the inferior orifice of 
th« htcevt;. 
This, however, they soon found 


was not the only orilice, and the voyagers ob- 
served, not without some anxiety, that a rent 
about four feet in lenglh had taken place in 
the lower part, from which the gas was also 
escaping. Notwithstanding this accident they 
resolved, if possible, to ascend still higher; they 
ac-cordinglj threw out :i quantity of bnllast,and 
in spite, ofthe escape of gfis, again ascended. 


At this time they seemed to be approach- 


ing near the superior limit of tho cloud thro' 
which they had been passing, for the disc of 
the sun became imperfectly visible. 


At twenty-five minutes past four, having 


been up twenty-two minutes, tlie barometer 
stood at IS.(i inches, showing an elevation of 
over 20,000 feet—the temperature was DOW 
13 degrees. During tho lust five minutes the 
cold was extreme, fiid they found themselves 
involved in a cloud of icicles, consisting of spi- 
eulii, having tlie form of hexagonal prisms, 
with rectangular ends. 
These needles accu- 


mulated only when the balloon was ascending, 
ai which time, large quantities of them lodged 
in their clothing, and covered the paper of 
their memorandum books. 


More ballast was now cast out, and a further 


ascent efi'cctci1, when a remarkable and most 
interesting phenomena presented itself. 
The 


B'lti, hitherto invisible, now appeared lilte a 
disc of deiul silver, suuh as it is sometimes seen 
through a thin cloud in»winter. 
On turning 


their \icw downwards, they were eomewhat 
startled by the appearance of another sun of 
nearly equal brilliancy, which was placed in 
the same vertical plane with the veal sun, but 
just as much l>elow a horizontal plane passing 
through the car as the real sun w.is above it. 
Jn bhort, this^)/ia;<to/i sun appeared exactly 
an an image of the .sun would have done, re- 
flected from a vast mirror spread under the 
ear of the balloon. 
It was evident that the 


phantom sun which presented 
itself below 


them was nothing but llio reflection ofthe real 
sun upon the tipper ends ofthe prismatic icy 
spi'jula. 


This spectacle continued to be observed for 


more than ten minutes, and was again ob- 
served in the same position in their de.>eent. 


At forty-six minutes past four, they reached 


the height of '21,366 feet, the thermometer 
showing a wonderful decrease of temperature 
.since tlie preceding observation, standing now 
at thirty-one degrees below zero, and there- 
fore sixty-three degrees below the freezing 
point. 


Disregarding the danger which must inevi- 


tably ensue from Ihe escape of gas by the rup- 
ture ofthe balloon, they made another cllbrt to 
attain tin increased elevation, throwing out 
all the ballast, except one or two samMiags, 
which were reserved as necessaiy to break 
their Jill I on reaching the earth. 
Jn this they 


were successful, and at ten minutes before 
live, having been up forty-seven minutes, they 
attained their greatest ele-vntion being 23,02s 
feet—the baromoter standing at I±s3 inches, 
and the thermometer indicating a Unnpura- 
ture of thitiy-eif/ht degrees below xam—being 
but about one degree above the freezing 
point of moreury. 


The hands and feet of the voyagers were 


benumbed with the intense cold, but no other 
inconvenience ensued; respiration was per- 
fectly free, and there was neither pain in the 
ear.s nor bleeding at the m>e. 
There was 


therefore, no physiological indication of hav- 
ing upproachutl the point at which tho -vital 
functions might not continue uninterrupted. 


Only eight pounds of brtllast now remained, 


which they thought prudent to retain. They 
hoped, however, to be able to remain s<ome 
time at this great elevation to extend their ob- 
servation, but the escape of (he gus from the 
rupture already mentioned, was so great, that 
tho balloon began almost immediately to de- 
scend. 


The elevation which was attained was very 


neiirly tho same as that which had formerly 
been Attained by M. Guy Lassac, in ins cele- 
brated scientific ascent, and wkq that excep- 
tion wns the Highest \o which a huonm obser- 
ver hiu ever reached. 


One of tho circumstances most remarkable 


Attending the prawn* Went ,w*s that (the 
cold watroftriifestod not gradually but sudden- 
ly, tqdtM vlrtjn tbelwrt two thou»i4 feet 
oftltototfentrt&t law by which the all .of 


temperature was regulated was suddenly dis- 
turbed at the moment the observers were 
plunged into the atmosphere of icicles which 
the cloud transported with it. Thus when the 
height was nearly 21,000 feet, the tempera 
ture was 13 degrees, while at 21,366 feet the 
temperature fell to 31 degrees below zero, 
and a further fall'to 38 degrees below zero 
took place in the next 1000 feet. 
It is cer- 


tain that this rigorous cold is not an essential 
condition of the height to which the observers 
had ascended, since when Gay Lassac rose to 
the same height, the thermometer fell to only 
15 degrees. 
So great a difference as 53 de- 


grees between the two observations, shows the 
great effect produced by the icy cloud which, 
in the present case, covered the firmament. 


It was two minutes of five o'clock when the 


balloon, having floated for a few moments at 
its greatest elevation, began rapidly to fall — 
The descent becoming dangerous, all the dis- 
posable articles of any weight, except the in- 
struments of observation themselves, and the 
l.'itt bags of ballast, were thrown out to mode- 
rate the descent, 
The danger of their situa- 


tion did not prevent the savans from com- 
pleting their observations and disposing of 
their instruments so as to protect them from 
fracture when the balloon should strike the 
earth. 


They reached the earth at half past five, 


and eil'ected their disembarkment without se- 
rious accident to themselves or the instru- 
ments. 


One of the flasks for the collection of air 


was broken on attempting to iill it, when at 
the greatest elevation, from the numbness of 
their fingers. 
The other was, however, suc- 


cessfully filled; but this was also destined to 
bj broken by a provoking accident after the 
descent. 


The interval whicli elapsed between the 


moment of their departure from the observa- 
tory and the moment at which they disem- 
barked, was an hour and twenty-seven inin- 
utes, in which lime they passed over a curve 
whose base measured on the ground vf<\* for- 
ty-two miles, its highest point being 23,000 feet. 


The accidental rupture of the balloon ren- 


dered it impossible for them to realize all 
that was anticipated, and the enterprise was, 
to a certain extent, again abortive ; neverthe- 
less, some of the facts and phenomena which 
were observed, but a part of which have been 
explained in this article, will be regarded with 
profound interest by all physical inquirers.
